THE GRACE-STREET IMPROVEMENT.

By Mr. Whitlock: ** Resolved (the Board
of Aldermen concurring), That the Engineer
of the city be, and hereby is, instructed to
procegd to restore the grade on Grace street
vetween First and Second streets, provided
the owners of property frooting on Grace
street between First and Second streets
shall, within five days after the passige of
this resolution by both branches of the City
Couueil, pay into the city treasury to the
credit of *streets generally’ such a sum of
money as the Engineer may estimate will
sutlice to defray the cost or expense of re-
storing smd grade between the hmits stated
to 1ts orlginnl condition,

“ Resolved (the Board of Aldermen con-
curring), Thut the Engineer of the city be,
and Is pereby, instructed to continue the im-
provement on Grace strect between First
and second streets as tirst contemplated un-
less the property-owners shall pay into the
Treasury, as stated in tbe above resolutivn,
within the time speeitied,”

Mr. Braselman moved to refer the resolu-
tions to the Cowmitlee on Streets,

Mr. Whitlock said it was not s fair dispo-
sition of the resolutions.

Mr, Straus said that o gentleman io Clay
Ward (Mr. Gilmer) would be glad to have
the street in frout of his house restored uo-
der the same cireumstances—not ounly Mr.
Gilmer, but all the citizens on Second street
where the grade has been changed.

Mr. Jebuson, of Cliy Ward, (Mr. Straus
being in the-ebair,) said he bad already said
that the Eongineer bad acted without war-
rant or authority ; but something must be
done, snd he would be willing to vote for
the resolution Lecause the matter may be set-
tled in this way. IIe thougbt it bard to
muke these gentlemen pay two or three hun-
dred dollars tor an improper act of a city
officer, but be believed that it is the only
thing that can now be done.

Toe motion to refer was withdrawn and
the resolution was rejected—ayes, 835 noes, 12,

Deatr or Mg. Josera Jacksox.—Mr. Jo-
geph Jackson, clerk in the office of the Au-
ditor of Public Accounts, died yesterday
afternoon at a quarter past 3 o’clock, in
the eightieth year of his age. He was at
his desk Saturday, and performed his duties
as usual, though quite unwell, He had been
long a sufterer from asthma, which disease,
with hemorrbages, unexpectedly culinated
in death. Mr. Jackson was one of the old-
est public officiuls in Virginia. He went 10
the capitol in November, 1814, to assist bis
father, und took the desk of clerk of ac-
counts with the intention of remainingsis
months. Ivstead of balf a year he remained
at that same post exactly sixty vears! He was
one of the purest and best of Virginiy’s pub-
lic servants, and was guite worthy to be com-
pared with the good snd great men of the
Commonwealth with swhom he was contem-
poraneous and syhose friendship he epjoyed.
I1n early manhood, middle age, and ol-d age;
in times of peace and times of Wwar ; 1u suD-
shipe und storm, he was always punctual
and dilgent, No oue was more conscicb-
tious, amiable, and kind-hearted, and noone
better performed bisatlotted part in life, His
loss will be & grievous sorrow to a large cir-
cle of relatives and friends residing in all
portions ot the State.

the Monumental church on Sunday morning
and the pastor preachied. In the afternoon
the pastor read the service and the Rev.
William Muaford presched a very fine ser-
mon from the words, * What shall Ido to be
saved ¥ The musicin the afternoon at this
church was worthy of special mention, The
well-trained cboir, under their ekilful direc.
tor, rendered the selections for the evening
service with genuine artistic effect. Nothing
could be more devotional than thelr render-
ing of the ofiening.piece, ¥ O thou, God, whe
hearest prayer,” which floated upward in
softness like the incense from the aitar, The
chuots, too, were all. supg with marked
effect, but the closing hymu, the finest of all
the music of the afternoon, was the 147th—
“ When I can read my title clear ”—and gave
solos to all the voices, ending with u fine
quartette on the last verse, * Toere anchored
safe, my weary soul,” &c. The music of
this hymn was written, we are told, with spe-
cial reference to the qualities of the voices of
the quartettes by their devoted director, and
most beautifully did they sing their parts,

At the Broad-Street Metbodist chureh on
Sunday there were twelve additions—eseven
by profession for the Broad-Street church,
and five for Centenary church, four by pro-
fession and one by cerfificate,

At Clay-Btreet’ Methodist, Rev. B, F,
Woodward preached in the morning, and
Rev, W. B, McGilvray at might, At this
church there were fourleen additions by
profession and eight by baptism.

At Sidney Methodist, Rev, George C. Van-
derslice preached, and received one by pro-

_ At the First Baptist church in the morn-
ing, after a sermon by Dr. Burrows, there
was 8 meeting of the church and congrega-
tion to reeeive the report of the committes
appointed to draw up an expression of the
freiing of the church on the resignation of
their pastor.

A series of resoluliops were read amid
the deep feeling of the congregution, They
commend the motives of Dr. Burrows which
bave impelled him to leave Virginia, but re-
gret that he has seen fit to resign his charge
in this city ; thut although the church may
aet a preacher whose pulpit ministrations
may be as accepiable us have been those of
Dr. Burrows—thal some pastor may be
found who in tinie they may learn to love as
they do Dr., Burrows—some one with
bis  whole-souled, genial nature, that
will purticipate in their joys and min-
gle his tears with theirs in their be-
reavements—yet it is not probable that
tbey shall ever find any one wan so [ully in-
viting in bimself, with an intellect so vigor-
ous and brilliant, a heart so capacious, and a
constitution so robust as to koow no weari-
pess in the Master's work : that it is not
likely they will find one who will, in addi-
tion, be to cach one of his congregation in
this city the warm-hearted, sympathetie, un-
selfish friend ; that he shull be sent forth
cheered by Lheir best wishes, sustained by
their love, and strengtheped by their prayers,
apd that their loss shall redound to the
wain of their brethren in Kentucky,

“ Resolved, That as the dearest spot ou
earth to him—the grave of hls sainted wife-—
remuins with us the church craves the pri-
vilege of being its cuslodian; and 8s up
earnest of the sffectionate care that shall be
bestowed on it, 4 sum not exceeding $300 is
hereby appropriated out of the treasury of
the church for the purpose of erceting a
suitable monument and otherwise beaatify-
ing this resting-place of our sister, Mrs.
Adeluide Burrows.”

In response to these resolutions Dr. Bur-
rows attempted to make a few remarks, but
was prevented by his deep emotion from
saving more than Lo express bis gratelul ap-
preciution of the delicute kindoess shown
him. ’

At the Grace-Street church Rey. J. W,
Carter, of Parkersburg, West Va., preach-
ed in the morning, and at night muade the
annual sermon before the Missionary and
Library Association of tbe church. The
congregation was very large, and the serwon,
from the text ** Compel them to come in,”
was one of the grandest ever delivered in the
city.

DoIxGs OF THE GRAND JURY YESTERDAY.—
he epecial grand jury of the Hustings
Court is composed of Mesars, Peter W,
Grubbs (foreman), David N. Jones, John A,
Glazebrook, Willlam H, Haxall, Robert A,
Paive, Franklin Stearns, William Ellis Jones,
Oscar P, Kelleg, and Edwin T. James.

Judge Guigon, in charging the grand jury,
eaid that in addition to the usnal business
which would, be before them he would call
their especial attention to a class of cases of
a very grave and serious cbaracter which
‘would come before them, involving on the
“part-of-eome of the .officers of justice in this
city an alleged complicity with crime, and
attempts on their pary to sereen crimi-
nals from punishment and to obstruct
public justice. He asked at their hands, as
the grand inquest for this city, a full and
searching examioation of these cases in all
their details. In makiog their investigations
they are not confined to the examination of
the witpesses sent to them, nor to cases in
which indictments are prepared for them ;
tbat they might require before them the
production ot any witnesses they desired;
that a full and thorough investigation was
due not only to the proper administration
of public justice, but to their obligations as
_grand jarors and to the community, whose

Yesterday—All Sovls’ Dasy—the Catholic
societies of Richmond joined in a grand de-
monstration on the oceasfon of the conseera-
tion of the two Catholic cemeteries near the
city. At St. Peter’s cathedral bhigh requiem-
mass was celebrated by Rev. Father Van De
Vyver, which was attended by a large con-
gregation, as well as by the following socie-
ties in full regalia: Catbolic Beneficial So-
clety, Aucient Order of Hibernians, Catholie
Total Abstinence Society, and delegations
from tbe MeGill Lyceum and the McGill
Literary Union.

At St Mary’s (German) Catholic church
similar services were-beld, the mass beinyg
celebrated by Rev. Father Herman Wolfe.
8t. Joseph’s, bt. Benedictus, and St. Bonifa-
cius Societies attended in regalia ; besides, all
the available space in the ehurch was crowd-
ed by the members of the congregation.

After muss at the cathedral, the rocieties
in attendance there formed in procession on
Niaoth street and marched up Broad to
Second streef, along Serond to Marshall,
dovyn Marshall to St, Mary’s church, at
which place they were joined by the Ger-

man societies. The combiced societies
tben formed into one grand procession
under the chiefFmarshslsuip of Mr,

James Hayes on the part of the socie-
ties from the cathedral, and Mr, Carl
Soellenberg oun. the part of the German
gocie.des, the following gentlemen ga¢'ing us
assistant marshals : D. M. U’Brien, Thomas
Hinnigao, John M. Higeins, of Catbolic
Beneficial Society; H. D. Boucher, Arthur
Rooney, Thomns Leaby, Edward O’ Loole,
of Ancient Order of Hibernisns; Martin
Doherty, of Total Abstinence Society; J. V.,
Reddy, 0. A. Duffy, of MeGill Lyceum ;
Joseph Schutte, F. Tholl, and Williamm Felt-
baus, of the German societies,

Tne procession then moved down Mar-
chall street to Filth, along Fifih o Grace,
down Grace to the Episcopul residence,
where Right Rev, Bishop Gibbous was re-
ceived, and entered a cirrisge drawu by four
beautitul zray horses, Rev, Fathers Vao De
Vsver aud Handley occupying seals with
himn, Another carriage centainiog Rev,
Futhers Herman Wolfe and Benvo Hegele,
of 8t, Mary's chureh, followed immediately
bebind that of the Bishop, A gunrd of honor
consisting of two mounted wewmbers of each
society marched Ly the sides of. the Bishop's
carriage, .

From the Episcopal residence the proces.
sion, followed by a lurge uumber ol car-
ringes and other velucles, nearly fifty in
pumber, moved down Nioth street to Maio,
dosn Main to Eighteenth, up Eighteenth to
Venable, up Venable to Mecbanicsville turn-
pike, and thence to the Dishop’s cemetery,
At the gate of the cemetery the Bisbhop and
cierey, ineinding Rev. Fatber Doberty, ol
st, Patrick’s chureb, slichted and entered
the keeper’s residence, where the Bishop as-
sumed hiz pontiical robes, consisting of
cope, wirre, and erezier, and led the way
into the cemeters to near the centre, where
a cross had been erected, Here the impres-
sive ceremonisl of consecration was solemn.
ized, the Bisbop enucluding with a short
address,

Frowm thence the procession procecded
across the country to S, Mary’s Germso
cemetery, situated between the New und
Meadowbridge roads, about one mile north-
east of the corporate limits, AL Lhe
entranee of this place of burial an arch of
evergreens was erected, and in the centre of
the grounds, where the consecruting cere-
mony was to tuke place, there was a large
cross, and an arbor of evergrecus over a
platform ; upon which the Bishopand clergy
took their stand, and the consecralion was
proceeded with,

The Bishop concluded the ceremonies
here, as before, with a short discourse; after
which the choir of St. Mary’s church sang
the Misercre, with orchestral accompapimient
by Protessor Yoelker’s band. The Blshop
then intoned the * Grosser Gott” ( Te Dewm),
which was also sung by the choir and joined
in by all present,

Besides the societies and numerous vehi
cles with their living freight which were
present there was a large concourse of
ludies, geutlemen, snd children, who had
followed the procession to both ceweteries
on [oot fogr the purpose of purticipating
in and witnessing the solemn ceremonics,

The procession returned to the city about
3 o’clock, and ‘on arriving in front ol St
Mary’s chureh were dismissed, the Bisbop
and clergy ulighting and entering the par-
sonage, where they partook of the hospiruli-
ties of the German clergy in the shape of a
sumptuous dinner.

The demonstration was one of the largest
ever participated in by the Catbolies of
Richmond, the display being decidedly cre-
ditable. The soelcties turped out with full
rauks, and with their bandsome regalia and
clegant banners, together with two baunds of
music— Voelker’s and Kesspich's—mude a
very imposing displuy,

Firg—Two Frameo Houses Desrroyep
AND ONE PArTALLY BuaNED.,—Yesterday
morning about 104 o’clock an alarm of fire
was sourded from the beli-honse, caused
by the burping of two frame dwellings situ-
ated near the corper of ‘Thicteenth streetand
the Petersburg railroad. The fire origivuted
in 4 Lwo=story framed bouse oceupicd by Mr.
Willlam Young, and is supposed to have
caught from sparks flying from the chimney
and fulling on therocf. Althongh the citizens
worked manfully--a number having their
clothes buraed in tueir efibrts to stay the
flames--Mr Young’sbonse was hurnedto the
ground; ualso, sn wunoccupied two-story
framed dwelliog adjdining on the west side.
A two-story framed dwelling on the east
side, occupied by Mr. M. D. Mann. was par-
tially destroyed, The reavon the fire was so
disastrous was owing to fhe seardity of
water, there vot being a fire-plug within
less distanee than half o mile, and the ho=e
of Mauchester would not reachit. All the
water that was used in extinguishing the
ﬂu.rqes prior to the arrival of the steam-
engine of Company C from Rich-
mond bad to be brought in buckets
from the wells in the wneighborhood. As
soon as the Richmond steamer arrived the
hose was atteched to a large water-tank,
several hundred yards distant, on the Rich-
mond and Ietershury railroad, and the
flames were soon arrested.  T'he houses that
were destroyed belonged to Mr. Emanuel
Matthews, who=e loss is estimated at §2,000,
on which tnere was no insurance. The house
of Mr. Maun, which was damaged to the
amount of about £5%0, was fullv insured in
the Virginia [Iome Company. Mr. Young’s
loss in removal of furpiture was trifling.
